In answer to a reporter’s question 
Wednesday, Volkogonov said 
through a translator that 119 
Americans were held in Soviet 
camps after World War II. 

Committee aides did not immedi- 
ately make available any of the 
information that Volkogonov 
turned over to the panel. 

Kerry also said it was too early to 
say definitively whether any 
Americans captured in Korea or 
Vietnam were later taken to the 
former Soviet Union. 

“I think you have to go though 
this process considerably further 
before you start making judg- 
ments,” he told reporters. 

The committee is finishing its 
work and plans to issue a report in 
mid-december before it goes out of 
existence at the end of the year. 

Some committee members 
planned to visit Southeast Asia 
this month.

If your presidential candidate didn’t win or didn’t 
even appear on the ballot, you may want to take a 
look at the 1993 NBA All-star ballot. 

All five of the Utah Jazz starters appear on the bal- 
lot. In a press conference Wednesday, Nov. 11, Karl 
Malone, Tyrone Corbin, Jeff Malone, John Stockton 
and Mark Eaton said they are happy to be on the bal- 
lot and especially happy to have the game hosted in 
Salt Lake City. 

The NBA All-star ballots will be available in all NBA 
arenas until Thursday, Jan. 28. The 48rd annual NBA 
All-star game will be played in the Delta Center in 
Salt Lake City on Sunday, Feb. 21. 

A total of 100 players, 50 each from the Eastern and 
Western Conferences are listed on the 1993 All-star 
ballot, with 20 guards, 20 forwards and 10 centers 
from each conference. 

Chicago Bulls guard Michael Jordan led all vote-get- 
ters for the sixth straight year last season, with 
1,049,573 votes. Karl Malone led in the Western 
Conference last season with 764,633 votes. Malone 
was the Most Valuable Player of the 1989 NBA All- 
star game. 

Last year’s NBA All-star game MVP, Magic Johnson, 


told All-star game representatives he will not play if 
selected. Johnson announced his re-retirement from 
the NBA on Nov. 2. Although his name appears on the 
ballot, votes cast for him will not be tabulated. 

A panel of media experts including representatives 
from USA Today, Sports Illustrated, the Associated 
Press, the Pro Basketball Writers Association of 
America, NBC Sports and TNT selected the players on 
the ballot. 

Five NBA rookies — Orlando’s Shaquille O’Neal, 
Charlotte’s Alonzo Mourning, Minnesota’s Christian 
Laettner, Dallas’ Jimmy Jackson and Sacramento’s 
Walt Williams — are on this year’s ballot. 

“It’s exciting to be on the ballot, but it’s even more 
exciting that the game is going to be played here in 
the Delta Center,” said Stockton. 

The 19,911-seat, Delta Center will also host All-star 
Saturday on Feb. 20. The Gatorade Slam-Dunk 
Championship and the AT&T Long Distance Shoot- 
out will begin at 5 p.m. The Delta Center will also 
host the fourth annual NBA Stay in School JAM at 9 
a.m. Saturday, Feb. 20. 

NBA Commissioner David J. Stern has said that 
allowing fans to take part in selecting All-star game 
lineups increases the game’s popularity. 

- “The NBA All-star game is foremost a game for our 
fans,” said Stern.

Death of motorist disturbs Detroit, 
points to escalating police violence

DETROIT — At the intersection of Warren 
and 23rd, where empty lots and boarded build- 
ings still bear witness to the riots of the 1960s, 
there’s a new focal point: The police violence of 
the 1990s. . 

On a wall adorned by flowers is a plastic-cov- 
ered picture of Malice Green, a 35-year-old man 
beaten to death by police last week. 

It has become a gathering point for neighbor- 
hood residents who come to see the spot where 
Green died, to see where gravel has been spread 
to hide the blood stains. 

“I can’t believe this is happening in my city,” 
Carrie Washington, a mother of three grown 
children, said in frustration. “The police used to 
be our friends.” 

The death of the black motorist at the hands 
of a racially mixed group of police has roiled 
this city, noted for its integrated, neighborhood- 
based policing. 

The case resounds with echoes of the Rodney 
King case. But those familiar with Detroit’s 


police say Malice Green’s death points to some- 
thing else: An undermanned force lacking the 
money or leadership to weed out “thumpers,” 
the violent police officers of both races. 

Green, an unemployed father of five, died from 
head injuries in a fracas Thursday with police. 

While no official details have been released, 
witnesses say the confrontation began as Green 
dropped off a friend near a boarded-up hair 
salon suspected to be a crack house. 

Two plainclothes officers in a “power unit,” an 
unmarked car assigned to high crime areas, 
confronted Green. Witnesses said police began 
beating him when he refused to drop something 
in his hand, identified variously as a wallet, a 
piece of paper or drugs. 

Other officers arrived. Lee Hardy, an emer- 
gency medical technician flagged down by 
police, told The Detroit News he saw four white 
officers kick Green in the chest and beat his 
head, arms and hands with a flashlight. 

Six white officers and a black supervisor were 
suspended. Mayor Coleman Young and Police 


Chief Stanley Knox, both black, decried Green’s 
death, Young going as far as to call it murder. 

Residents of Green’s neighborhood gathered 
Tuesday night during a vigil at the death scene. 
“['m surprised they went that far,” Washington 
said of the police, saying they used to be friends 
with the local youth. 

But others talked of mounting police harass- 
ment by black and white officers — in particu- 
lar white plainclothes officers Larry Nevers and 
Walter Budzyn., 

Nevers, 52, was a neighborhood fixture for the 
past two decades. Local residents called him 
“Starsky,” after the ultra-violent television cop. 

Budzyn, 42, was named an Officer of the Year 
by his union in 1990, for making 31 arrests and 
recovering six stolen cars. But the two officers 
had other records: 25 citizen complaints and 
five lawsuits. 

On Saturday, Nevers told the Detroit Free 
Press, “I must have done something wrong. A 
guy died,” but added, “nobody knows what it’s 
like out there.”

Balance not the issue 


Again, | emphasize that balance was not 
the issue. The issue was providing only 
those materials that could clearly be said 
to be the official, declared position of the 
Church. 

None of us involved in preparing this 
packet for Board review anticipate that 
professors will be limited from distributing 
other materials to their students. It is only 
requested that BYU faculty members refer 
students to the materials in this specific 
packet along with the other items they 
may choose to distribute. When other 
items are distributed, they should be clear- 
ly separated and given as a supplement to 
this material and include a fair sampling 
of the diverse viewpoints among LDS lead- 
ers. For example, if one included state- 
ments by LDS apostles in a handout on 
evolution, the range of views would include 
some statements against evolution, some 
sympathetic to evolution and several 
shades of opinion in between. We want to 
avoid the implication that a greater sense 
of unanimity or resolution of this topic 
exists than is actually the case, and we are 
eager to avoid contention. The university 
has also suggested that faculty members 
limit supplemental LDS material on the 
subject of evolution and the origin of man 
to published documents, avoiding private 
letters or other private material. 

The process was one of constructive and 
harmonious effort to provide materials 
from which students could see clearly the 
foundation of LDS doctrine on this subject 
and distinguish it from the wide variety of 
opinions encountered in LDS literature.

Get real 


To the editor: 

On Nov. 5th, Mr. Nelson Abbott, a gradu- 
ate from BYU, expressed his feelings con- 
cerning the issue of a four-year graduation. 
While Mr. Abbott’s concern for his children 
being able to attend BYU is certainly valid, 
there were several misconceptions in the 
letter. 

First of all, I respect Mr. Abbott for hav- 
ing been able to graduate in three years. 
However, there are several things hinder- 
ing many students from doing the same. 
Let’s use my major as an example. With 
more than 90 major hours and more than 
60 G.E. and religion hours required for 
graduation, that adds up to 160 hours. 
That’s more than 20 hours per semester in 
an eight-semester program, not counting 
spring/summer, where the great majority 
of the classes I need are not offered. Even 
adding in spring/summer, that’s a lot of 
credits to carry. Another factor is that I am 
married. The least expensive living quar- 
ters my wife and I could find are approxi- 
mately three miles from campus. The clos- 
est bus route passes several blocks from 
our home, and it doesn’t take us near a 
grocery store or several other necessary 
locations. Unfortunately, a car is a necessi- 
ty. Not a plush car, just some form of 
transportation. Now add tuition for two, 
car expenses, insurance/medical expenses, 
food, etc. and you find that it is impossible 
to meet all of the expenses without work- 
ing through both the summer and the 
school year. So, you have a 20-hour-per- 
semester load with a 20-hour-per-week job. 
Please, Mr. Abbott, be realistic. 

Admittedly, most majors aren’t as heavy, 
and some do allow a four-year program. 
For those that don’t, however, it is ridicu- 
lous to suggest that students in these pro- 
grams be “charged” $8,000 per year just 
because of their choice of majors. Most will 
not have the funds and will have to drop 
out. Does three quarters of a diploma 
count? No. With such a ludicrous increase 
in tuition, more people would be admitted, 
and far fewer would graduate. Not an 
acceptable option if the goal is getting an 
education, not just getting into BYU. 

One final word: Nelson, if your children 


don’t make it into BYU, too bad. Send 
them somewhere else like Boyd K. Packer 
suggests: As you know, BYU does let in the 
most-qualified applicants. If an individual 
doesn’t make it, it’s because there was 
someone better, not because I took five 
years to graduate.

Russian professor visits Y, 
says homeland still changing

Russian intellectuals believe their country is facing 
a self-identification and cultural crisis that is hinder- 
ing its progression toward democracy, a Russian pro- 
fessor said. He spoke Wednesday at a lecture spon- 
sored by the David M. Kennedy Center for 
International Studies. 

Alexander Livshin, a professor at Moscow State 
University and visiting professor at Pennsylvania 
State University, Harrisburg campus, spoke about 
Russia’s prospects for democracy. 

The problems facing Russia are both social and 
political, he said. The people do not know which inde- 
pendent state they belong to. There is no political 
unit or entity; the structures and functions of each 
independent state are unknown, he said. 

An ideological party vacuum has also appeared and 
this is aggravating political development within the 


Eighty-five percent of the border states are under 
dispute, Livshin said. 

Despite the growing pessimism in Russia, there are 
reasons for the people to feel optimistic about the 
future of their country. The country and its govern- 
ment are pursuing a democratic reform as well as a 
market economy. 

“There is an obvious revival of entrepreneurial spir- 
it,” Livshin said. 

President Boris Yeltsin is also playing a unique role 
in Russian politics. Although support of Yeltsin has 
decreased, he is still supported by 60 percent of his 
countrymen. 

“He is a charismatic type of political leader. People 
still believe in him; they need to believe anything,” 
Livshin said. “He still manages to preserve a certain 
amount of stability.” 

Political and social success is unavoidable for 
Russia. The natural resources and millions of bril- 
liant people in the country will help Russia become a 


country. 


The ethnic wars in Russia are at a historical peak.

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BYU task force plans for the worst 


DT chemical spill 
simulated during 


disaster exercise

Disasters can occur at any time 
on campus, and BYU wants to be 
prepared for them all. 

The university has a disaster task 
force with staff and administrative 
members from different depart- 
ments on campus to provide contin- 
gency plans for all types of emer- 
gencies, said Stephanie Potz, assis- 
tant coordinator of the emergency 
preparedness program. 

“BYU has a very detailed campus 
emergency preparedness plan. The 
plan gives specific instructions of 
specialized emergency actions to 
each department,” said R.J. Snow, 
vice president of Student Life and 


chairman of the task force. 

The disaster task force started 
approximately 18 years ago when 
Elder Dallin H. Oaks was president 
of BYU, said University Police 
Chief Robert Kelshaw. 

Specific emergencies are outlined 
by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. Natural 
emergencies include earthquakes, 
droughts, landslides, floods, exces- 
sive snowfall and thunderstorms. 
Other emergencies include trans- 
portation accidents, power outages, 
dam failures and chemical spills, 
said Lt. Brian Andreason, coordi- 
nator of the emergency prepared- 
ness program. 

The task force meets three times 
a year to simulate possible emer- 
gencies. The low-stress exercises 
are called table-top exercises and 
give the task force a scenario of a 
mock disaster, Andreason said. 

The task force met Friday and 
was presented with a mock chemi- 


cal spill in the dairy products lab 
north of campus, near Deseret 
Towers. The incident involved 
ammonia gas that had leaked into 
the air, Snow said. 

“There was a lot of interaction; we 
all worked well together,” 
Andreason said. “In this scenario, 
DT needed to be evacuated. The 
Missionary Training Center had to 
be called to find out if housing was 
available, food services had to 
make sure meals could be prepared 
in other locations and transporta- 
tion needed to be provided for all 
students at DT.” 

Although no students are on the 
task force, students are represent- 
ed by Student Life, BYU stakes 
and resident housing, three of the 
departments in the task force, said 
Andreason. 

The center is strategically located 
at Cougar Stadium, but can be 
changed to a mobile unit at any 
time depending on the type of 


72-hour survival kits can help | 
students prepare for emergencies

Those who are prepared need not 
fear. Sound familiar? 

Students need to plan for any 
type of emergency by preparing 72- 
hour survival kits, said Stephanie 
Potz, assistant coordinator of the 
University’s emergency prepared- 
ness program. 

“There is concern about the 
unknown and students need to 
replace that concern with informa- 
tion and readiness,” Potz said. 

Emergency supplies sent by the 
government and The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
take at least three days to arrive at 
a disaster-struck area. The 72-hour 
kits are critical during the wait to 
make the situation more tolerable, 
Potz said. 

Most items needed in a survival 
kit can be found in students’ homes 
and apartments. It is just a matter 
of gathering the kits and putting 
them in a central location prior to 
an emergency, she said. 

The most important supplies each 
kit should have are water, shelter, 
blankets, a first-aid kit, light 
sources (flashlight or candles), 
extra clothing and a radio, said 
Jennifer Johnson, a salesperson at 
a local emergency-preparedness 
store.
